2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
disclose or make obvious the claimed machine gun mount. Specifically, the prior art fails to 
show the particular claimed pivoting structure mounted to a movable support arm of a helicopter, 
including a gun cradle pivotably mounted to a pintle attached to the support arm, a machine gun 
detachably connected to the gun cradle, magazine attached to one side of the gun cradle, a spent 
case and link frame and catch bag connected to the other side of the gun cradle, and means to 
rotate the machine gun and cradle vertically 90 degrees to a stowed position and to lock the gun 
cradle in the stowed position.
